Jesus was recog- 
nized as a great teacher but 
was called “‘Good Master.’’ 
(luke 18:18.) James makes 
itappear as does Paul that 
wrong teaching leads people 
into condemnation, both the 
teacher and those that hear.

The Holy Ghost was given 
to guide into truth and not 
into error.
